WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—‘Radio 
broadcasting may soon cease,” de- 
clared Paul B. Klugh, executive 
chairman of the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters, at an emer- 
gency meeting held here today at 
the Hotel Washington. 

“Broadcasting is menaced from 
two directions,” continued Mr. 
Klugh, “and either danger is pow- 
erful enough to destroy the pres- 
ent service to the public. The 
rapidity with which broadcasting 
stations are multiplying and the 
congestion of the air will soon 
make successful broadcasting a 
physical impossibility for anyone.

HOLD HATCHERY 


Texas Project Most Unusual 
of Kind in World 


Construction of Dam Saves 
Large Expenditure 


Propagation of 100,000 Fish 
Expected Next Year 

CISCO (Tex.) Nov. %.—Ar- 


rangements for what promises to 


be the world’s most unusual fish 
hatchery have been completed hy 
the State Game, Fish and Oyster 
Department, Chief Deputy J. R. 


i Smith announced. The new hatch- 


ery is to be located inside of the 
$1,500,000 dam at Lake Cisco, Cis- 
co’. Tex., and will consist of halfa 
dozen ponds where channel and 
big yellow cat, rainbow and black 
bass will be raleed. One hundred 
thousand fish are expected from 
the new hatchery next spring, the 
hrood fish coming from Lake Ber- 
nie, which was Cisco's water sup- 
ply until) Lake Cisco was built. 

Completely surrounding the new 
hatchery are 36.000 acres of land 
around Lake Cisco that have been 
signed up by citizens of the town 
as a game preserve. This adjoins 
the town's own filled with 
Texas animals, and 800 acres of 
it will be fenced off for a deer run. 
The Game, Fish and Oyster De- 
partment a short time ago sent a 
large number of squirrels to Cisco 
for this zoo. 

The secret of the construction 
of the new hatchery inside a res- 
ervoir dam lies in the fact that the 
dam is of what is called hollow- 
type construction. It slopes up- 
ward away from the water. Thus, 
by building a fourth wall of con- 
crete, a few feet high, a servicea- 
ble fish pond is had at a large 
saving of expenditure. The city of 
Cisco, in. its ordinance passed giv- 
ing this hatchery site for 
State's use, also agrees to furnish 
free of charge all the water nec- 
essary for.the upkeep of the 
hatchery. : | 

EXxpertmentse elsewhere have con- 
vinced Judge Smith that big yellow 
cat can be propagated, although !t 
has never heretofore been done in 
the State, and attempts to propa- 
gate this fish will be made in the 
dam ponds of the new hatchery. 

Arrangements were completed 
for the new game preserve in 
Palo Pinto county, offered some 
time ago by citizens there through’ 
the Izaak Walton League of Min- 
eral Wells, Tex., the preserve net- 
ting 60,000 acres.

Field Filled With Surprises for Oil Operators; 


Forecasts Upset as District Shows Gain

Developments tin the Los Cerritos area of the Signa] Hilt ofl field

“The price of cotton has now 


fallen below 20 cents, because of |

, States Department of Agriculture 


estimating the cotton crop at 15,- 
226,000 bales,” Terrell said. 

“The world consumed more than 
14,000,000 bales of American cot- 
ton last year and consumption at 
the present rate will take 15,000,- 
000. bales the coming year. There 
is no justification for this heavy 
decline in cotton prices, even if the 
government is correct in its esti- 
mate of production. The ginnings 
are unusually high to date—prob- 
ably more n two-thirds of all 
cotton has been ginned, and if this 
be true, the crop can not be more 
than 14,000,000 bales, which many 
careful observers believe will be 
the actual production. 

“We do not advise anyone t 
hold cotton Indefinitely, but noth- 
ing can stop the downward trend 
ro cotton p except to stop sell- 
ng.”

The further fact that Mexican 
bonds on the New York market re- 
main firm, with a tendency to 
gain ie nother cause for jubila- 
tion.
